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English Bishop Makes 
Veiled Thrust at King 


Dr. A. F. W. Blunt Remarks That Edward 
Needs Grace of God as’ Much 
as Any of His Subjects. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dee. 1—Dr. A. F. W. 
Blunt, the Bishop of Bradford, in a 
thinly veiled public criticism warned 
King Edward VIII today that he 
needs the grace of God as much as 
any of his subjects. “We hope he 
is aware of his need,” the Bishop 


the Bradford Diocesan Conferenté: 
“Some of us wish he gave more 
positive signs of such awareness.” 

This was the first time a Bishop 
of the Church of England had pub- 
licly mentioned King Edward's per- 
sonal affairs. Dr. Blunt saved his 
remark for the close of his.speech. 
A British news service, in report- 
ing the- address, appended a ‘note 
to editors saying they could publish 
the concluding remark or omit 
them as th ed, 

All of the afternoon papers de- 
leted the remark. 

“His (the King’s) personal views 
and opinion are his own,” the Bish- 
op said, “and he has the right of all 


of us fo be the keeper of his private 


said in concluding his address to’ fi 


conscience. But in his public ca- 
pacity at his.coronation, he stands} 
for the English people’s idea of 
kingship. It has for long centuries 
been, and I hope still is, an essen- 
tial part of that idea that the King 
needs the grace of God for his of- 
ce. 

“Whatever it may mean to the in- 
dividual who is crowned, to the 
people as a whole it means their 
‘dedication of the English monarchy 
to the care of God.” 

The Bishop made the point that 
the benefit of the King’s corona- 
tion depends, under God, first “upon 
the faith, prayer and self-dedication 
of the King himself.” 

He added: “It would be improper 
for me to say anything except to 
commend him and. to ask you to 
commend him to God’s grace, which 
he will. so abundantly need; as we 
all need it (for the King is a man 
like ourselves),.if he is to do his 
duty faithfully.” ;

NEW SOVIET CONSTITUTION

August Gennérich Suffers 
Heart Attack While Danc- 
ing in Restaurant.

BUENOS AIRES,’ Dec. 1. — Au- 
gust Gennerich, President Roose- 
velt’s personal bodyguard, died to- 
day of a heart attack while dancing 
in a Buenos Aires restaurant. 

Gennerict, 55 years old; had 
gone to the restaurant with George 
Fox, chief White House pharmacist, 
and Charles Claunch, chief yeoman 
at the presidential residence. He 
collapsed suddenly about 3 a. m. 

The funeral of Gennerich will be 
held in President Roosevelt’s tem- 
porary executive offices at the Unit- 
ed States Embassy, at 10 a: m. to- 
morrow. C; ¥V. Ellis, chaplain of 
the cruiser Indianapolis, is to read 
the service. Then the body is to be 
taken aboard thé Indianapolis, on 
which he came to Buenos Aires with 
President Roosevelt, and carried 
back to the United States.

been called in all ports where other 
marine workers are on strike. 

The association made exceptions 

of lines having contracts with the 
union, including the International 
‘Mercantile Marine, Black Diamond 
and Grace lines. 
- The Marine Firemen, Oilers & 
Water Tenders Union also approved 
a strike at a meeting of about 500 
members, called after an election 
of new officers had been upheld by 
a Federal Court. It is one of three 
units of the International Seamen's 
Union, an American Federation of 
Labor affiilate, which has declared 
the East Coast and Gulf strike an 
“outlaw” movement. The others 
are the Deckhands’ and Cooks’ 
unions. 

Two other unions, the Masters, 
Mates & Pilots, and the Marine En- 
gineers’ Beneficial] Association, pre- 
viously joined the strike, which is 
in its second month. 

The American Trader, scheduled 
to sail for Europe at noon with 
cargo only and passenger space 
closed, still lacked three men for 
its crew last night, line officials 
said. It left its pier, however, and 
anchorec near the Statue of Lib- 
erty. A crew of about 30, half the 
number required when passengers 
are carried, was required by Gov- 
ernment regulations. 7 

The strike has caused delay in 
sailing of other American flag 
trans-Atlantic iiners in the last 
month and the cancellation of one 
sailing.

Went to Look for Jones.

Dr. Pitzmian “Thoroughly Sold.” 

“She said to me,” she continued, 
quoting Mrs. Muench, “that Dr. 
Pitzman was thoroughly sold on the 
baby and seemed fond of it. She 
said to me that she would soon be 
able to collect the $250,000 she was 
going to ask Dr. Pitzman for, and 
he was going to provide.” 

Mrs. Muench also told her, the 
witness related, that Jones had 
taken Anna Ware to an X-ray man 
prior to the birth of her child, and 
that a picture taken on that oc- 
casion had been: given to Mrs. 
Muench. Mrs. Muench, she con- 
tinued, told her she had exhibited 
this picture to Dr. Pitzman as one 
taken of herself and that she 
thought “there was not a shadow 
of doubt” about the paternity of 
the baby then in the Muench home.

Saw Jones Almost Every Day.

The Sunday evening after Mrs. 
Muench returned from the kidnap- 
ing trial at Mexico, she talked with 
the Muenches and Shad Bennett, 
attorney, in the Muench home, she 
said. 

“Mrs. Muench asked Jones what 
he thought about the baby case 
coming up in the Court of Ap- 
peals,” the witness replated. She 
asked if she would have to produce 
the baby in court. 

“Jones said ‘yes, they would have 
to be prepared.’ Bennett said, ‘yes, 
you will have to get another baby.’ 
Mrs, Muench said any baby brought 
out of her home would be identi- 
fied by Anna Ware.

Third Baby Discussed. 

At this point, Verne R. C.- Lacy, 
attorney for Jones, and himself 
facing a disbarment suit, objected 
to any testimony about a third 
child.

Story She Offered for $5000. 

(At that time Mrs. Thomasson 
was persistently trying to peddle to 
newspapers for $5000 a story that 
she was “the nurse” who took Anna 
Ware's baby to the Muench home. 
In that story, part of which she 
had in writing, she said, too, that 
she was “the nurse” who took the 
Price baby, predecessor of Anna's 
in the baby hoax, to the Muench 
home.

Cases Grow Out of Em- 
bezzlements From Bank 
Which Officers Are Al- 
legedt o Have Concealed 


By the Associated Press. 

——— Vt., Dec. 1—Judge 
John 8. Battles said today he would 
dismiss a charge of misprision on 
which Gov. Charles M. Smith was 
arrested yesterday. 

In dismissing similar charges 
against two others named in the 
Marble Savings Bank shortage the 
Judge said he would entertain dis- 
missal motions for the remaining 
defendants. 

Those ‘dismissed today were At- 
torney Bert L. Stafford of Rutland, 
a trustee af the bank, and former 
Bank Commissioner Robert Clark. 

Still facing charges of misprison 
are Samuel A. Howard, another 
trustee, and the Governor. 

The Governor’s counsel then filed 
a motion to quash. 

State’s Attorney Asa S. Bloomer 
said he contemplated further ac- 
tion against Stafford, Clark, How- 
ard and the Governor. 

Two Convictions. 

John J, Cocklin, former bookkeep- 
er, was convicted of theft-of $121,- 
000 from the bank, and the treas- 
urer, Lathrop H. Baldwin, was con- 
victed of perjury in connection 
with bank statements. Both are at 
liberty under bonds. Bloomer 
charged the others concealed the 
shortage. 

Bloomer said the Governor’s ar- 
rest grew out of a bookkeeper’s 
alleged thefts amounting to more 
than $250,000. 

High Sheriff Henry A. Adams 
served a warrant on the 68-year-old 
executive in his private bank of- 
fice, then escorted him to the court- 
house in this county seat. There; 
four hours later, Earle Kinsley, for- 


mer Republican national commit- | 


teeman and an insurance company 
executive here, and his wife, fur- 
nished bail. The Governor was not 
arraigned and a day was not set for 
his appearance in court to answer 
to the charge. 


His arrest came just a week after 
the bookkeeper, John J. Cocklin, 
42-year-old World War veteran, was 
convicted of embezzling $124,000 
from the bank over a nine-year 
period. 

Statement by Gov. Smith. 
Gov. Smith in a statement said: 
“In 1932, when the country was 

experiencing an unprecedented 
number of bank failures, I followed 
a course of conduct which seemed 
clearly imperative for protection of 
depositors of the Marble Savings 
Bank and at the same time consis- 
tent with good citizenship. . 

“However, the propriety of that 
action has been attacked. Today I 
went to the courthouse and volun- 
tarily furnished bail to appear and 
At the proper 
time and place I expect to make it 


|clear that I acted. with fidelity to 


my duties as a citizen and an offi- 
cer of the Marble Savings Bank.” 

During his trial, Cocklin testified 
that the Governor had told him the 
bank’s shortage, resulting from the 
alleged thefts, would never be made 
public. 

Allegations by State. 

Outlining the case, State’s Attor- 
ney Bloomer charged that the thefts 
began in 1923 and continued until 
the shortage in the bank funds was 
discovered in 1933. Cocklin was then 
discharged, he said, and the losses 
written off and to surplus 
and undivided profits of the bank in 
a resolution adopted by the trustees. 
Cocklin was arrested June 30 of this 
year. 
“That is an old matter,” Gov. 


Smith said on the discharged bank | 


employe’s arrest, “which was 
charged off and the bank is not 
now affected by it. The depositors 
lost nothing.” 

Bloomer, during Cocklin’s trial, 
charged that the bookkeeper had 
been taking money from large in- 
active accounts during the  nine- 
year period to use, he said, in stock 
speculations. He charged Cocklin 
“covered up” the thefts with false 
withdrawal slips.

Opening Inter-American Peace 


Conference at Buenos Aires 


President Says Americas, by Example, Can 
Justify Democratic Government 
Throughout the World. 


By the Associated Press. 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 1.—The 


Members of the American Fam- 
ily of Nations: 

On the happy occasion of the con- 
vening of this conference I address 
you thus, because members of a 
family need no introduction or 
formalities when, in pursuance of 
excellent custom, they meet togeth- 
er for their common good. 

As a family we appreciate the 
hospitality of our ‘host, President 
Justo, and the Government and peo- 
ple of Argentina; and all of us 
are happy that to our friend, Dr. 
Saavedra Lamas, has come the well 
deserved award of the Nobel prize 
for great service in the cause of 
world peace. 

Three years ago the American 
family met in nearby Montevideo, 
the great capital of the Republic of 
Uruguay. They were dark days. A 
shattering depression, unparalleled 
in its intensity, held us, together 
with the rest of the world, in its 
grasp. And, on our own continent, 
a tragic war was raging between 
two of our sister republics. 

Yet, at that conference there was 
born, not only hope for our com- 
mon future, but a greater measure 
of mutual trust between the Amer- 
ican democracies than had ever ex- 
isted before. In this Western Hem- 
isphere the night of fear has been 
dispelled. Many of the intolerable 
burdens of economic depression 
have been lightened and, due in no 
small part to our common efforts, 
every nation of this hemisphere is 
today at peace with its neighbors. 


Purpose of Conference. 

This is no conference to form al- 
liances, to divide the spoils of war, 
to partition countries, to deal with 
human beings as though they were 
the pawns in a game of chance. Our 


purpose,, under happy auspices, is

to the Inter-American Peace Conference today follows: 


to assure the continuance of the 
blessing of peace. 

Three years ago, recognizing that 
a crisis was being thrust upon the 
New World, with splendid unanim- 
ity, our 21 republics set an example 
to the whole world by proclaiming 
a new spirit, a new day in the af- 
fairs of this hemisphere. 

While the succeeding period has 
justified in full measure all that 
was said and done at Montevideo, 
it has unfortunately emphasized 
the seriousness of the threat to 
peace among other nations. Events 
elsewhere have served only to 
strengthen our horror of war and 
all that war means. The men, wom- 
en and children of the Americas 
know that warfare in this day and 
age means more than the mere 
clash of armies: they see the de- 
struction of cities and of farms— 
they foreSee that children and 
grandchildren, if they survive, will 
stagger for long years not only 
under the burden of poverty but: 
also amid the threat of broken so- 
ciety and the destruction of con- 
stitutional government. 

Wish of the Plain People. 

I am profoundly convinced that 
the plain people everywhere in the 
civilized world today wish to live 
in peace one with another, and still 
leaders and governments resort to 
war. Truly, if the genius of man- 
kind that has invented the weapons 
of death cannot discover the means 
of preserving peace, civilization as 
we know it lives in an evil day. 

But we cannot now, especially in 
view of our common purpose, ac- 
cept any defeatist attitude. We have 
learned by hard experience that 
peace is not to be had for the mere 
asking, that peace, like other great 
privileges, can be obtained only by 
hard and painstaking effort. We 
are here to dedicate ourselves and 
our countries to that work. 

You who assemble today carry 
with you in your deliberations the 
hopes of millions of human beings 
in other less fortunate lands. Be- 
yond the ocean we see continents 
rent asunder by old hatreds and 
new fanaticism. We hear the de- 
mand that injustice and inequality 
be corrected by resorting to the 
sword and not by resorting to rea- 
son and peaceful justice. We hear 
the cry that new markets can be 
achieved only through conquest. 
We read that the sanctity of trea- 
ties between nations is disregarded. 

False Employment. 

We know, too, that vast arma- 
ments are ~' ‘ng on every side and 
that the work of creatin gthem em- 
ploys men and women by -he mil- 
lions. It is natural, however, for 
us to conclude that such employ- 
ment is false employment, that it 
builds no permanent structures and 
creates no consumers goods for the 
maintenance of a lasting prosper- 
ity. We know that nations guilty 
of these follies inevitably face the 
day either when their weapons of 
destruction must be used against 
their neighbors or when an_  un- 
sound economy, like a house of 
cards, will fall apart. 

In either case, even though the 
Americas -become involved in no 
war, we must suffer, too. The 
madness of a great war in other 
parts of the world would affect us 
and threaten our good in a hundred 
ways. And the economic collapse 
of any nation or nations must. of 
necessity harm our own prosper- 
ity. 

Can we, the republics of the New 
world, help the Old Work to avert 
the catastrophe which impends? 
Yes, I am confident that we can. 

Duty of Peace at Home. 

First, it is our duty, by every 

honorable means, to prevent any fu- 
ture war among ourselves. This can 
best be ddne through the strength- 
ening of the processes of consti- 
tutional democratic government—to 
make these processes conform to 
the modern need for unity and ef- 
ficiency and, at the same time, pre- 
serve the individual liberties of our 
citizens. By so doing, the people 
of our nations, unlike the people of 
many nations who live under other 
forms of government, can and will 
insist -n their intention to live in 
peace. Thus will democratic gov- 
ernment be justified throughout the 
world. 
In. the determination to live at 
peace among ourselves, we in the 
Americas make it, at the same time, 
clear that we stand shoulder to 
shoulder i: our final determination 
that others who, driven by war 
madness or land hunger, might seek 
to commit acts of aggression against 
us, will find a hemisphere wholly 
prepared to consult together for our 
mutual safety and our mutual good. 
I repeat what I said in speaking 
before the Congress and the Su- 
preme Court of Brazil, “each one 
of us has learned the glories of in- 
dependence. Let each one of us 
learn the glories of interdepend- 
ence.” 

Social and Political Justice. 
Secondly, and in addition to the 
perfecting of the mechanism of 
peace, we can strive even more 
strongly than in the past to prevent 
the creation of those conditions 
which give rise to war. Lack of 
social or political justice within the 
borders of any nation is always 
cause for concern. Through demo- 
cratic processes, we can strive to 
achieve for the Americas the high- 
est possible standard of living condi- 
tions for all our people. Men and 
women blessed with political free- 
dom, willing to work and able to 
find work, rich enough to maintain 
their families and to educate their | 


merce among themselves and with 
other nations, for our present civili- 
zation rests on the basis of an in- 
ternational exchange of commodi- 
ties. Every nation of the world has 
felt the evil effects of recent efforts 
to erect trade barriers of every 
known kind. Every individual citi 
zen has suffered from them. It is 
no accident that the nations which 
have carried this process further- 
est are those which proclaim most 


lloudly that they require war as an 


instrument of their.policy. It is no 
accident that attempts to be self- 
sufficient have led to falling stand- 
ards for their people and~-to ever- 
increasing loss of the democratic 
ideals in a mad race to pile arma- 
ment on armament. It is no acci- 
dent that, because of these suicidal 
policies and the suffering attending 
them, many of their people have 
come to believe, with with despair, 
that the price of war seems less 
than the price of peace. 

This state of affairs we must re- 
fuse to accept with every instinct 
of defense, with every exhortation 
of enthusiastic hope, with every use 
of mind and skill. 


Example to the World. 

I cannot refrain here from reit- 
erating my gratification that in 
this, as in so many other achieve- 
ments, the American  fepubliics 
have given a salutory example to 
the world. ‘ The resolution adopted 
at the Inter-American Conference 
at Montevideo, indorsing the prin- 
ciples of liberal trade policies, has 
shown forth like a beacon in the 
storm of economic madness which 
has been sweeping over the entire 
world during these later years. 
Truly, if the principles there em- 
bodied find still wider applications 
in your deliberations, it would be a 
notable contribution to the cause 
of peace. 

For my own part, I have done all 
in my power to sustain the consist- 
ent efforts of my Secretary of State 
in negotiating agreements for 
reciprocal trade, and, even though 
the individual results may seem 
small, the total of them is signifi- 
cant. These policies, in recent 
weeks, have received the approval 
of the people of the United States, 
and they have, I am sure, the sym- 
pathy of the other nations here as- 
sembled. ; 

There are many other causes fo 
war—among them, long festering 
feuds, unsettled frontiers, territori- 
al rivalries, but these sources of 
danger which still exist in the 
Americas, I am thankful to say, are 
not only few in number, but al- 
ready on the way to peaceful adju- 
dication. While the settlement -of 
such controversies may necessarily 
involve adjustments at home or in 
our relations with our neighbors 
which may appear to involve ma- 
terial sacrifice, let no man or wom- 
an forget that there is no profit in 
war. Sacrifices in the cause of 
peace are infinitely small compared 
with the holocaust of war. 


Faith a Mighty Fortress. 

Peace comes from the spirit, and 
must be grounded in faith. In seek- 
ing peace, perhaps we can best be- 
gin by proudly affirming the faith 
of the Americas; the faith in free- 
dom and its fulfillment which has 
proved a mighty fortress beyond 
reach of successful attack in half 
of the world. 

That faith arises from a common 
hope and a common design given us 
by our fathers in differing form, but 
with a single aim—freedom and se- 
curity of the individual, which has 
become the foundation of our peace. 

If, then, by making war in our 
midst impossible, and if, within our- 
selves and among ourselves, we can 
give greater freedom and fulfillment 
to the individual lives of our citi— 
zens, the democratic form of repre- 
sentative government will have jus- 
tified the high hopes of the liberat- 
ing fathers. Democracy is still the 
hope of the world. If we in our 
generation can continue its success- 
ful applications in the Americas, it 
will spread and supersede other 
methods by which men are governed 
and which seem to most of us to 
run counter to our ideals of human 
liberty and human progress. 

Three centuries of history sowed 
the seeds which grew into our na- 
tions; the fourth century saw 
those nations become equal and free 
and brought us to a common sys- 
tem of constitutional government; 
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wider distribution of culture 


the democratic form of cohsti- 
tutional representative govern- 
ment. 

That through such government 
we can more greatly provide a 
, of 
education, of thought and of free 
expression. 

That through it we can obtain 
a greater security of life for our 
citizens and a more equal oppor- 
tunity for them to prosper. 

That through it we can best 
foster commerce and the ex- 


we can avoid the rivalry of arma- 
ment, avert hatred and encourage 
good will and true justice. 

That through it we offer hope 
for: peace and a more abundant 
life to the peoples of the whole 
world. 

But this faith of the Western 
world will not be complete if we 
fail to affirm our faith in God. In 
the whole history of mankind, far 
back into the dim past before man 
knew how to record thoughts or 
events, the human race has been 
distinguished from other forms of 
life by the existence—the fact—of 
religion. Periodic attempts to deny 
God have always come and will al- 
ways come to naught. 

In the constitutions and in the 
practice of our nations is the right 
of freedom of religion. But this 


In that faith and sfirit 
may we also, with God's help, offer 
hope to our brethren overseas.

TELLS OF GOING TO 
SEE MRS. MUENCH 


Asserts Doctor’s Wife Then 
Bared Scheme to Get 
; Baby With Which to 
Dupe Dr. Pitzman. 


Mrs. Grace Thomasson, Govern- 
ment witness in the mail fraud case 
against Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench 
and three co-defendants, began her 


direct testimony at 4:40 p. m. yes- 
terday. 

She was called to the witness 
stand from a front row seat in Fed- 
eral Judge George H. Moore’s court- 
room. She had occupied the same 
seat Friday afternoon and yester- 
day morning and had been asked 
frequently to arise to be identified 
by hotel proprietors and clerks, Ac- 
companied by a Postoffice Inspec- 
tor, who remained always with her, 
she watched the proceedings with- 
out change of expression, even 
when she was called upon to stand 
up and the spectators and jury eyed 
her. 

As she seated herself in the wit- 
ness chair she raised the short veil 
on her small black hat and opened 
the gray fur collar of her plum-col- 
ored cloth coat. Testifying clearly 
but with little inflection she said 
she was Grace Carolyn Thomasson 
Fledderman, 35 years old, last per- 
manent address, 211 East Delaware 
place, Chicago. 

District Attorney Blanton imme- 
diately had her high-light her lurid 
matrimonial career. She had been 
married nine times, she testified; 
adding, “that is, to seven different 
men, thrice to Mr. Thomasson,” 
by whom she meant the elderly 
Hugh W. Thomasson of St. Louis, 
whose $800,000 estate was  be- 
queathed to the public schools of 
Missouri. 

Letter From Jones. 


She was raised by foster parents, 
she continued, and prior to her first 
marriage to Paul Fish “who died a 
week or so after we were married,” 
she was Carolyn Dorsett. She next 
married Carl Putney, then a man 
named Mahood, then Thomasson. 
After the death of Thomasson, she 
continued, she married “a Mr. At- 
kinson,” and next a “Mr. Bobbie 
Roberts,” a night club performer 
whose real name is Diefenbach. Fi- 
nally, she said, she had married 
Robert Fledderman. It is under- 
stood that divorce proceedings are 
being considered by her seventh 
and latest husband. 

Continuing, the witness said she 
had known Wilfred Jones _ since 
about 1930, that he had been her 
attorney in some of the involved 
Thomasson litigation, that she had 
known Dr. and Mrs. Muench since 
1932, and that she met Mrs. Ber- 
royer for the first time in 1935. 

She was in Miami, Fla., in the 
late spring of 1935, she said, living 
there under the name “Jean Tre- 
maine,” when she received a letter 
from Jones asking her to come to 
St. Louis, “that he had a deal on 
and wanted me to. help him out, be- 
cause the deal would help us finan- 
cially.” Presented to the Court at 
this juncture was the envelope in 
which she said she had received the 
letter. She identified the handwrit- 
ing as that of ‘ones, but said she 
had destroyed the letter long ago, 
keeping the envelope as a recepta- 
cle for newspaper clippings. 

At Lunch With Mrs. Muench. 

She testified she arrived in St. 
Louis in the latter part of May, 
1935. Jones met her at the Tower 
Grove station and took her to the 
Shardell Hotel, 280 North Skinker 
boulevard, where Jones already had 
registered her under the name of 
“Mrs. Putney.” Several days after 
she arrived, in the first part of 
June, Mrs. Muench visited her at 
the hotel in company with Jones, 
she continued, and on the follow- 
ing day she went to the Muench 
home at 4736 Westminster place 
and there had luncheon with Mrs. 
Muench, 

“During lunch,” the witness con- 
tinued, “Mrs. Muench said she 
wanted to talk about things that 
| were private. She said that I was 

@ woman who had been through 
the fire and I would understand 
and be helpful to her. She told me 
she wanted to get a baby. 

“I asked her what she wanted to 
get a baby for and she said she 
had a friend named Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman and had told him he would 
be the father of a baby she was to 
have. She said she would have to 
get a baby at a certain time so Dr. 
Pitzman would take it as his own

had attended her daughter, Jean, 
15 years old, without charge, and 
for that reason Thomasson 
should return the favor. 

All ; 

She next saw Mrs. Muench, she 
testified, when Mrs. Muench came 
to the Shardell Hotel and asked 
Mrs. Thomasson to drive with her 
to a point on Clayton road. There 
Mrs. Muench got out and talked to 
a man in another car for about 40 
minutes, she continued, and on her 
return told Mrs. Phomasson she 
had been conversing with Dr. Pitz- 

In a further conversation with 
Jones and the Muenches, she said, 
the lawyer told her everything was 
“all arranged, all set.” This was 
in the middle of June. Mrs. Muengh, 
she said, asked her to go to East 
St. Louis, rent an apartment and 
set herself up as the one to adopt 
the baby to be given to Mrs. 
Muench. 

“I told her I had had a lot of 
publicity in St. Louis and probably 
would be recognized,” the witness 
continued. “I didn’t think I could 
get by with it.” 

Mrs. Muench replied, the witness 
testified, that she had three girls 
(apparently a reference to expect- 
ant mothers) and spoke of a Penn- 
sylvania girl. (Anna Ware was 
from Newton, Pa.) She added that 
Mrs. Muench said she had a doctor 
who would sign the birth certificate 
(which subsequently was signed by 
Dr. Muench). , 

Telis of $5000 Promised. 


“She called a Dr. Williams to 
come over,” Mrs. Thomasson said. 
“Mrs. Muench said Dr. Williams 
had a private hospital and it would 
be a very good idea if I could work 
in the hospital a few weeks to de- 
liver the baby after it was born. 
I told Mr. Jones that I didn’t like 
that idea at all. I was told that 
while working in Dr. Williams’ 
hospital I was to get $35 or $40 a 
week. 

“Mrs. Muench told me if we were 
successful she could give me $5000 
as soon as she had a baby and 


everything was set. She talked to 
Mr. Jones and he later told me he 
was to get an amount monthly for 
‘the rest of his life.” 

In the latter part of June, she 
continued, she met Mrs. Rebecca 
Winner, midwife at whose Maple 
avenue home the Ware baby sub- 
sequently was born, in Jones’ apart- 
ment at 1100A McCausland avenue. 
On that occasion, she said, Jones 
told her that Christine Krout, mas- 
seuse who has already testified for 
the Government, had sent her 
friend, Estelle Oberg, to the City 
Hospital to have her baby, which 
subsequently became known as the 
Price baby. 

Warned Not to Tell. 

She declared Jones told her to 
visit the mother at the hospital 
and “tell her to be sure not to tell 
the hospita] authorities who was to 
get the baby.” Christine Krout had 
testified Jones had arranged to take 
the child. Later during that meet- 
ing, Mrs. Thomasson continued, 
Jones said to drop the plan of vis- 
iting the Oberg girl, that her baby 
had been born too soon, and that 
Dr. Muench was “in favor of letting 
this baby drop altogether.” 

The Price baby, as has been told, 
was taken from the Krout home 
by Jones on the night of July 10, 
and left at the Muench home. The 
next day, after it had been found 
that the baby was. desperately ill, 
it was taken to Jewish Hospital, 
where it died five days later.

Bozeman of Detroit, whose rapid

Hoppe, however, says Bozeman 
isn’t “firing, away” as he used to, / 
and because he takes more time is 
improving steadily. The graying 
Hoppe, the defending three-cushion 
champion, believes Bozeman, with- 
in a few years, will be hard for any- 
one to defeat. : 

Bozeman began playing pocket 
billiards in the Y. M, C. A. at Val- 
lejo, Cal., when he was 14, then 
swung into balkline billiards and 
three-cushion, to which he now de- 
votes all his time. In 1928 he won 
the world’s amateur three-cushion 
title at Buffalo by taking eight 
straight, victories.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—Minnesota’s 
place on top of the national foot- 
ball heap for 1936 is emphasized in 
the year’s final Associated Press 
poll of sports -writers. 


The seventh ranking list gives 
the Gophers a margin of 23 points 
over Louisiana State. They were 
picked for the top place by 25 of 35 
writers who cast ballots. Nine of 
the 10 listed L. S. U. first, while the 
other named Santa Clara’s unbeaten 
and untied outfit. 


Over the seven-weeks span, the 
Gophers were picked for first place 
four times. After their defeat by 
Northwestern they dropped to sec- 
ond for three consecutive weeks but 
even then gave the Wildcats a close 
run, Pittsburgh, which climbed 
back to third place the final week, 
and Washington, the Pacific Coast’s 
Rose Bow! entry, also have been in 
the first 10 every week. Louisiana 
State’s record shows a steady climb 
from thirteenth place to second. 

The voting in the ranking poll, on 
the customary  10-9-8-7-6-5-4-3-2-1 
basis, gave Minnesota 332 points 
this week, Louisiana State 309 and 
Pitt 227. Alabama, which is report- 
ed to have the “inside track” for 
the Rose Bowl nomination, dropped 
from third to fourth with 218, while 
Washington was fifth with 216. 

Other leaders were Santa Clara, 
155; Northwestern, 130; Notre 
Dame, 107; Nebraska, 69; Pennsy!l- 
vania, 34; Duke, 33; Yale, 22; Dart- 
mouth, 13; Duquesne, 12; Fordham, 
11; Texas Christian, 10; Tennessee, 
&: Arkangas and Navy, 6 each, and 
Marquette, 4. 

The Eastern show, starring Jock 
Sutherland’s Pitt Panthers, Navy’s 
novelty2troupe cnd Jimmy Crowley's 
late lamented Fordham Rams, took 
the intersectional spotlight away 
from the Midwest and Southwest. 

Although shaded, 11 games to 9, 
by major midwestern teams, the 
East won 25 and lost 17 for an av- 
erage of .595, while the midwestern- 
ers won 17 and lost 14 for .548. 

The Southwest, leader last year 
with 11 won and 5 lost, won nine 
and lost the same number this year 
and occupied third place with the 
Rocky Mountain boys who won two 
and lost two. The South was next 
with 12 and 18 (.400) and the Far 
West last with 3 and 8 (.273). 

Pitt, just another ball team in 
its own home town, had the most 
impressive intersectional record, 
.beating Ohio State, 6—0; Notre 
Dame, 26—0, and Nebraska, 19—6. 
Minnesota had a good start with 
a 14—7 win over Washington and 
a 47—19 victory over Texas, but 
had ‘to devote most of its time to 
attending to its neighbors.

London’s Famous 


Destroyed in Spectacular Fire 


Crystal Palace 


Hundreds of Thousands See Molten Streams 
Pour from Glass Structure, 1608 Feet Long 
and 384 Across, that Was Built in 1851. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 1.—London’s most 
spectacular fire in modern times 
last night destroyed the historic 
Crystal Palace, show place and 
amusement center for millions since 
the days of Queen Victoria. 

The blaze started in a women’s 
cloakroom in a manner yet to be 
determined, and within an hour the 
vast glass, wood and iron building, 
1608 feet long and 384 across, be- 
came a fiery beacon. 


Hundreds of thousands of specta- 
tors watched the destruction of the 
building from vantage points 
throughout the London area. 

Streams of molten glass drove 
back fire fighters, several of whom 
were injured. 

There was no loss of life and the 
property loss had still to be esti- 
mated, but it was thought it was 
enormous. 

Valuable experimental television 
equipment of the Baird Television 
Laboratories and a collection of 
music by George Frederick Handel, 
valued at many thousands of 
pound#’sterling were destroyed. 

‘Building Erected in 1851. 

The palace, erected in 1851 in 
Hyde Park for the World Exhibi- 
tion and in 1854 moved across the 
Thames, was the property of the 
British nation, a fund for its main- 
tenance having been raised by pop- 
ular subscription in 1920. 

Hundreds of families living in the 
vicinity of the structure were forced 
to evacuate their homes. Mounted 
policemen pushed back dense 
crowds lest there be danger of 
walls falling amongst them. 

Hundreds of birds in an aviary 


were loosed, most of them flutter- 
ing from the palace to freedom. 

The palace orchestra, holding a 
rehearsal, fled just before the cen- 
tral part of the glass and iron roof 
crashed in with a roar. 

Three explosions shook the neigh- 
borhood. Members of Parliament 
flocked to the windows to watch the 
glare which could be seen for 50 
miles, 

Crowds lined the Thames em- 
bankment as sparks shot high into 
the air, some landing two miles 
from the scene. 

282-Foot Tower Falls. 

One of the 282-foot towers col- 
lapsed and the vast glass structure, 
1608 feet long, glowed like a molten 
furnace. 

The Duke of Kent, in hip boots 
and fireman’s helmet,’ was among 
the hundreds of thousands who 
gathered to watch London’s fire 
brigade fight the flames. The Duke 
sloshed about in the water-filled 
streets for hours, several times join- 
ing fire-fighters for steaming cups 
of coffee. : 

More than 1,000,000 persons have 
visited the $6,750,000 building an- 
nually for musical festivals and ex- 
hibitions. 

The mirrored edifice was a popu- 
lar place with amusement seekers 
and before the war the final match 
for the football association cup was 
played there. 

In 1914 the property was used for 
a recruiting and training center for 
military units, including the Royal 
Naval Volunteers, More than 125, 
000 naval men were trained there. 

The late King George V opened 
an imperial war museum there in 
June, 1920, and later the Handel 
Festival of Music was revived and 
held in the palace. 


GERMANY DROPS PRETENSE 
IN ITS TRADE IN MUNITIONS 


Figures Given League No Longer 
Labeled “Arms for Sporting 
Purposes.” 

By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Dec. 1.—League of Na- 
tions officials charged yesterday 
that Germany was trading in arms 
and munitions in open violation of 
the Treaty of Versailles. 

Germany sold munitions worth 
10,340,000 reichsmarks ($4,136,000) 
in 1935, the League reported, and 
bought arms to the value of 215,000 
reichsmarks ($86,000). " 

Article 170 of the Treaty of 
Versailles prohibited Germany from 
exporting and importing arms as 
war material. Practically all of the 
major provisions of the treaty ex- 
cept for the rearrangement of Eu- 
ropean boundaries, have been de- 
nounced. by Germany. 

League officials, listing the to- 
tal known world trade in arma- 
ments as $43,600,000, pointed to Ger- 
many’s report to the 1935 edition 
of the “Statistical Year Book on 
the Trade in Arms and Ammuni- 
tion” as evidence to support their 
charge. Heretofore, officials said, 
Germany accompanied its arms 
trade figures with a footnote de- 
scribing them as “arms for sport- 
ing purposes.” 


RUMANIAN DAY OF UNITY 


Speakers All Say Hungary Will Re- 
cover No Land. 
By the Associated Press. 

BUCHAREST, Rumania, Dec. 1. 
—An_  anti-revisionist demonstra- 
tion on the Rumanian “Day of 
Unity” today was marked by 
speeches in which it was repeated 
that “Hungary gets not one inch 
of Rumanian territory.” 

Today was the eighteenth anni- 
versary of the postwar unifica- 
tion of all provinces constituting 
the present Rumania. King Carol, 
resplendent in a white mantel, new- 
ly designed for holders of Ru- 
mania’s highest decoration, the 
Order of Mihai the Brave, dedi- 
cated a triumphal arch in Bucha- 
resi. A French military delega- 
tion and Czechoslovakian and 
Yugoslavian parliamentarians at- 
tended the ceremony.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The city 
of St. Louis obtained permission in 
the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia today to file 
an intervening brief in the litiga- 
tion which has tied up the pro- 
posed $9,000,000 beginning of the 
Jefferson Memorial National Park 
project on the St. Louis riverfront. 

City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 
man, who, with Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann, has been in consultation 
with Federal officials here, will file 
the brief. The effect of the pro- 
ceeding will be to make the city, 
as well as the Federal Government, 
a party to the pending injunction 
suit. 

The Mayor planned to leave for 
St. Louis this evening. 


The District Court of Appeals, 
Aug. 17, issued a temporary injunc- 
tion against the Federal officials 
to keep them from proceeding with 
their part in the memorial: project;

FRANCE TO OFFER TO SETTLE 
WAR DEBT FOR $536,000,000 


One-Eighth of Total Owed to U. S. 
This ‘Would Be Final

PARIS, Dec. 1—France will of- 
fer the United States about $536,- 
000,000, parliamentary circles fore- 
cast today, in full and final settle- 
ment of its war debts. This offer 
of 12,000,000,000 francs would 
amount roughly to one-eighth of the 


grand total of France’s war debt 
plus interest accrued to date. 


Members of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties indicated the offer would not 
be made in cash, but in equal an- 
nual installments over a 20 or 25 
year period with no additional in- 
terest added uring this time. 

The debt question was raised 
briefly by Foregin Minister Yvon 
Delbos yesterday during a conver- 
sation with William C. Bullitt, the 
United States Ambassador. Delbos 


were interested in discussing the 
debts, the spokesman said. Bullitt 
was said to have replied he was not 
authorized to discuss the problem.

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 1.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said today at a 
press conference there was no pos- 
sibility of the United States enter- 
ing the League of Nations. 

His statement was made to Ar-

inter-American peace conference of 
21 nations. 

The President expressed hope the 
moral influence of the 21 American 
republics represented in the confer- 
ence here would have a strong effect 
on the ther partsofthe world. The 
American nations, united for peace, 
could be of great service, he said. 

He described his reception on his 
arrival yesterday as “more won- 
derful” than he had believed pos- 
sible. Asked for some advice to 
youth, he remarked there was a bad 
habit in the United States of throw- 
ing torn paper at distinguished vis- 
itors, whereas in Argentina .they 
“say it with flowers.”

The Farm Problem. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
= farm problems must be solved. 

Wealth produced on our farms by na- 
ture and the sweat of the farmers’ brows 
must be kept in circulation by our fam- 
ilies being able to purchase the necessi- 
ties and better things of life. 

The cotton-growing states of the South 
are vital to our nation. Their stream has 
been dammed for many years, but in the 
past few years, the dam has been built 
higher and higher, by absentee landlord- 
ism, lands foreclosed on and passed into 
the hands of loan and insurance compa- 
nies and banks. If the profit from a farm 
is not spent by the family farming it, de- 
priving it of the very necessities of life, 
that farm is a liability in a financial way 
and more than a burden, morally, to its 
community, state and nation. America has 
just so much land. How much of this land 
is contributing its full share of purchas- 
ing power, high morals and happiness? 
Take a look over the South. 


SPAIN’S APPEAL TO THE LEAGUE. 


Any war or threat of war, whether immediate- 
ly affecting any of the members of the League or 
not, is hereby declared a matter of concern to the 
whole League, and the League shall take any 
action that may be deemed wise and effectual to 
safeguard the peace of nations. In case any 
such emergency should arise, the Secretary-Gen- 
eral shall on the request of any member of the 
League forthwith summon a meeting of the Coun- 
cil.—Article 11, League of Nations Covenant. 


This is the article under which the Madrid Gov- 
ernment has appealed to Geneva against the inter- 
vention of Italy and Germany in the Spanish civil 
war. Here surely is a grave threat to peace. The 
danger that other coufitries will be involved, and a 
general Huropean war will develop, plainly makes it 
a League duty “to safeguard the peace of nations.” | 
Yet Spain’s request has thrown Geneva and Eu- 
ropean chancelleries into virtual panic. A spokes- 
man close to the French Government has termed it 
“a frightful development.” The British Government 
feels the appeal is untimely. It is reported that these 
two nations may urge Madrid to withdraw its re- 
quest. League diplomats are reluctant to take up 
the matter. It is felt at Geneva that the Council will 
decline to consider the charges. A dispatch predicts 
that the protest will be held “to involve a domestic 
question, which would place it outside League juris- 
diction”! There are suggestions that the buck be 
passed to the World Court, . 
If the League .does disregard the protest, another 
stage in its decline as a force for preserving world 
peace will have been reached. It failed to act ef- 
fectively in the Japanese conquest of Manchuria. It 
failed again in the Italian conquest of Ethiopia. This 
time, it is confronted by a situation which two 
nations have not only armed rebels against a sovereign 
Government, but, in granting recognition to the reb- 
els, have taken action viewed by international law as 
intervention, Is this “a domestic quéstion”? 
France and England fee] that the Non-Intervention 
Committee can handle the situation. That this com- 
mittee has failed was shown some weeks ago when 
it voted “Not guilty” on the charge that Italy and 
Germany had violated the neutrality agreement, in the 
face of abundant evidence to the contrary. The com- 
mittee lives up to its name; it does not intervene. 
If the League Council also does not intervene, or 
does not even recognize the situation, on what can a 
threatened nation place its hope?

Congress can lay down regulations governing the 
filling of Federal jobs as strict as it wants to make 
them. There was a time when the merit system was 
only a dream. If the proportion of Federal employes 
under civil service has fallen back during the Roese- 
velt ‘administration, it wag only recently that the 
percentage stood above 80. ‘ 

All manner of proposals to amend the Constitution 
will be introduced in the early days of January. It 
will be unfortunate if the merit system is mixed up 
in the general confusion that will result.

Briefs in a public cause usually are stale two years 
after their original presentatfon. The article re- 
printed on this page today is an exception. It was 
written for the Post-Dispatch more than two years 
ago, to forward adoption of the standard milk ordi- 
nance in St. Louis, The arguments presented by the 
writer, Leslie C. Frank, sanitary engineer in charge of 
milk investigations for the United States Public 
Health Service, in replying to opponents of the meas- 
ure, are just as valid today as when he made them. 
In fact, mimeographed copies of the article have been 
circulated in recent weeks by organizations backing 
the bill. 

The fact that all these arguments are still good 
indicates the snail’s pace of progress toward safe 
and wholesome milk for this community. The ordi- 
nance failed two years ago. The compromise measure 
adopted has brought only slight changes in the sit- 
uation. The 1936 Federal rating of the raw milk 
supply is 63.3, an improvement of 20.1 per cent over 
that for 1934, while this year’s rating of pasteuriza- 
tion plants is 59.4, a decline of 5.3 per cent from 1934. 
The number of cities having the ordinance now has 
risen to 667, including Chicago, where successful op- 
eration is reported. 

Mr. Frank, on his return to the city yesterday, 
again urged adoption of the ordinance, and approved 
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ZAHAROFF’S BEQUEST. 

The diaries, letters and other records of Sir Basil 
Zaharoff, king of munitions salesmen, were destroyed 
on his order some years before his death.

Raymond Batson, Negro, Ac- 
cused of Killing Justice of 
Peace Two Years Ago. 


The defense in the trial of Ray- 
mond Batson, Kirkwood Negro, 
charged with the murder of Jus- 
tice of the Peace Philip R. Rabe- 
nau, began this afternoon follow- 
ing presentation of the State’s case 
before a jury in Circuit Judge John 
A. Witthaus’ court at Clayton, The 
State is seeking the death penalty. 

The killing occurred Jan, 28, 1934, 
in Rabenau’s Kirkwood office, Bat- 
son was sentenced to death in July, 
1935, for the murder of Dr. Wil- 
liam E. Poole, Kirkwood dentist, 
who was killed by a stray bullet 
from Batson’s revolver. The Su- 
preme Court, however, reversed the 
conviction and ordered a new trial 
because of an error in instructions 
to the jury. 

Woman Tells of Shooting. 

The first State witness today, 
Miss Irene Schmidt, Rabenau’s 
stenographer, testified she was sit- 
ting at her desk in the back of the 
room when she heard four shots 
and, turning, saw Batson standing 
with a revolver in his hand. Rab- 
enau slumped over his desk and 
Dr. Poole fell to the floor, she tes- 
tified. She said she heard no con- 
versation before the shooting. 

Dr. Louis L. Tureen testified he 
conducted a Coroner’s autopsy and 
found four bullet wounds in Rabe- 
nau’s back. 

Assistant Prosecutor Testifies. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
John L. McNatt testified that on 
the morning of the shooting Batson 
appeared at a Juvenile Court hear- 
ing at Clayton at which his niece 
was being tried for peace dis- 
turbance. McNatt said he referred 
to papers in the case of Mrs, Bat- 
son and that Batson, looking over 
McNatt’s shoulder, read his name 
on an appearance bond, which had 
been furnished for Mrs. Batson in 
Justice Rabenau'’s court. The Ne- 
gro remarked, according to McNatt, 
“That’s not my signature, that’s 
a forgery.” 

Deputy Constable Jack Nece, who 
was wounded in the shooting, testi- 
fied that Batson appeared in the 
doorway of Rabenau’s office and 
said, “You forged my name at 
Clayton.” Rabenau, who was seated 
at a desk, turned his head and re- 
plied, “You're crazy; get out of 
here,” Nece said. 

Batson began firing and WNece 
rushed toward him, receiving a bul- 
let in the side. “He had a funny 
look,” Nece related of the killer, 
“like a man who had made up his 
mind about something.”

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PRISONER TO PLEAD 


GUILTY IN 1901 KILLING 


Returning to Belleville to Face 
Charge Based on Fight 
With Brother. 


Charles Koehr, who sought to un- 
burden his conscience by confessing 
that 35 years ago he killed his 
brother in Belleville, said in Chi- 
cago today, before starting back to 
Belleville in custody of a St. Clair 
County deputy sheriff, that he 
would plead guilty to the murder 
charge filed against him yesterday. 
Koehr, 64 years old, made his 


statement to Vivian Stuart, the 
deputy sheriff sent to Chicago to 
take him back. They will arrive 
in Belleville this evening. 

“Are you glad to get it off your 
conscience?” Stuart asked. “I guess 
so,” Koehr replied, listlessly. “What 
difference does it make.” 

He said it had been 25 years since 
he visited Belleville. “There must 
still be people there that I know,” 
he said, brightening a little. Then 
he frowned and added: “It probably 
won't do me any good.” 

Has Lost His Appetite. 

Koehr’s jailers said he had eaten 
nothing but a sandwich since yes- 
terday morning, refusing other food 
because nervousness destroyed his 
appetite. 

Koehr told reporters he was glad 
he had confessed; although “it 
didn’t make me feel any better.” 

Burying his face in his hands, he 
added: “I’m ready for my pun- 
ishment. I think I'd rather take 
a good long sentence in jail. May- 
be if I’m locked up it won’t bother 
me any more.” 

Regarded as Accident. 

The death of Koehr’s brother, 
Henry, who was 15 at the time he 
was killed, had never been regarded 
as anything but an accident until 
Saturday night when Charles Koehr 
told a police sergeant who had be- 
friended him that he had killed his 
brother and thrown his body in a 
cistern. 

Charles Koehr explained that he 
had quarreled with Henry because 
the youth had taken a job as a port- 
er in a saloon, a job which Charles 
considered a disgrace to the fam- 
ily. They fought in the saloon on 
the morning of May 27, 1901, he 
said, and after knocking his broth- 
er unconscious, he put the body in 
a cistern behind the saloon, where 
it was not found until the following 
February. A Coroner’s verdict of 
accidental drowning was returned. 

Later Charles Koehr went to Chi- 
cago, where he was employed as 
clerk in a department store for 18 
years until ill-health forced his re- 
tirement a few weeks ago,

BURNS; $100,000 LOSS 


Fire at Shirt Factory of Elder 
Co. Follows Explosion 
Ascribed to Gas. 


An explosion followed by fire de- 
stroyed the Edwardsville shirt fac- 


tory of the Elder Manufacturing Co. 
of St. Louis early today, with a loss 
estimated at more than $100,000. A 
nearby residence was damaged and 
three private garages containing 
four automobiles and trucks were 
destroyed. 

Fire Chief Dennis Hentz of Ed- 
wardsville and William P. Rowan, 
president of the Hilder company, 
concurred in the opinion that the 
explosion was caused by gas. The 
factory used gas for heating pur- 
poses in the operating of machinery. 
Time of the explosion, which blew 
out the front and back walls of the 
one-story brick building, was fixed 
at last midnight by Mrs. Harry But- 
ler, a neighbor, who was awakened 
by the blast and turned in the 
alarm. 


Fire Chief's Estimate. 


Hentz, who valued the building at 
about $30,000 and estimated damage 


than $70,000. New machinery val- 
ued at $20,000 was installed recently, 
Rowan said, and the factory con- 
tained 150 sewing machines. The 
loss was insured. 

The factory building was 100 feet 
wide and 200 feet long. The com- 
pany employed 208 persons, mostly 
young women, in the manufacture 
of men’s work shirts. 

After the explosion the building 
burst into flames and the fire 
spread rapidly, so that Edwardsville 
firemen were compelled to devote 


nearby residences. The side walls 
collapsed about an hour after the 
explosion, leaving only a brick chim- 
ney at the back of the building. 
The factory was at 120 East Col- 
lege avenue.

October, 1935, but decreased by 2.7 
per cent from September.

181 in September. During the first 
10 months of the year Massachusetts 
firms made 69,913,922 pairs, the larg- 
es* number of any individual state, 
compared to 65,042,470 pairs during 
a similar period of 1935.

Stockholders of the Manchester 
Bank at their annual meeting Jan. 
13 will vote on a proposal to retire 
the bank’s $300,000 shares of 6 per 
cent preferred stock issued follow- 
ing the 1933 banking holiday. It ‘s 
proposed to pay for $200,000 of the 
stock by a chmrge against undivided 
profits and to issue $100,000 in 4 per 
cent capital notes to obtain the bal- 
ance. The capital stock of the com- 
pany would be reduced from $3800,- 
000 to $500,000 by retirement of the 
preferred. 

Another proposal to be submit- 
ted at the meeting is to authorize 
officers of the bank to apply to ths 
State Finance Commissioner to per- 
mit the bank to do business as a 
trust company. If this is done the 
bank’s name probably will be 
changed to the Manchester Bank & 
Trust Co.

Germany and Japan form a pact 
plainly and explicitly aimed at 
Russia. Russia, in the latest news, 
, says to those two nations, and to 

Italy, expected to join with them, 
“It may interest you to know that 
Russia possesses 7000 war planes, 
all ready to start. We have a thou- 
sand planes a little more than 400 
miles from Japan’s coast, at Viad- 
ivostok, and plenty of submarines 
there, plus 1000 tanks. 

“We are training 100,000 pilots, 
and beginning tomorrow we could 
drop large bodies of fighting men 
behind the German lines, sending 
them down by parachutes. 

“If you want war, come on. We 
are ready.” 


It would be painful for German 
soldiers, marching proudly toward 
Moscow, to be shot in the back

War is 
changing. 


Russia doubtless has fhe world's 
greatest fighting air fleet, with 
enough bombs to ‘destroy Tokio, 
Berlin and Rome, and plenty of 
poison gas for the inhabitants. To- 
kio, Berlin, Rame are building 
planes at top speed. It will not be 
a pleasant war. Whichever side 
wins, if all have their big cities 
thoroughly bombed), nobody will 

° win. 


The American Federation of La- 
bor, surveying business, finds pros- 
perity and dividends improving, 
announces that American wages in 
industry must be increased great- 
ly, and at frequent intervals. The 
lowest income for any family, ac- 
cording to the American Federa- 
tion, should be $3623, and the low- 
est pay, according to labor union 
leaders, should be $1.77 per hour. 
The average industrial pay last 
summer was only 58 cents an hour. 


The more workers earn within 
the limits of possibility, the greater 
the national prosperity. Where 
you can hire men for $4 a month, 
as in China, prosperity is limited. 

But this labor. union plan, with 
its $3623 annual income for each 
family, applies to industrial work- 
ers only. Eventually, perhaps, 
something will be done for the 
farmers who, in the State of Geor- 
gia, for instance, average less than 
$250 a year, far less than $1 
for a 14-hour day, 88-hour week, al-

The $3623 family would be like a 
multi-millionaire family compared 
with such a farmer. 

All depends on organization and 
influence at the polls, something 
the farmers seem to lack, although 
they have made a start recently. 


China allows Japan to take tens 
of millions of her people and enor- 
mous tracts of territory, but will 
not permit Mrs. Harkness, an Amer- 
ican, to take out of China a baby 
panda, captured alive at a cost of 
$20,000. Once China punished with 
death anybody trying to take silk 
worms or their eggs out of the 
country; that did not prevent the 
establishment of the great silk in- 
dustry in France. 

The panda is a small mammal, 
about as big as.a cat; the five- 
week-old Harkness baby panda, 
as big as a kitten, seems hardly 
worth the attention of a nation of 
400,000,000. 


Something as queer as the baby 
panda is Misri Lalji, priest of the 
Jain sect of India. Last April he 
began a fast to force 32 branches 
of the Jain sect to unite; promising 
to starve until Nov. 23, and then 
die, unless they united. On Nov. 
23 he postponed the death date to 
last Sunday, Nov. 29, and on that 
appointed day changed his mind 
and ate breakfast, having shrunk 
from 140 to less than 70 pounds. He 
says mysterious “Yoga” powers en- 
abled him to fast since last April.

INETY-NINE bridge teachers 
N out of every hundred are thor- 

oughly estimable and sincere; 
they are, moreover, indispensable 
to the spreading of true contract 
knowledge. I have only the kindli- 
est and most grateful feelings for 
these, and dare hope they think 
well of me. I know them to be 
fair-minded, conscientious men and 
women who take pride in their pro- 
fession and who deliver full value 
to their pupils. They do this: by 
passing on the knowledge they have 
perhaps laboriously acquired. 
Within the last few weeks, how- 
ever, I have received disquieting 
word to the effect that two or three 
teachers representing themselves as | 
members of the Culbertson organ- 
ization have, from lecture platforms, 
promulgated new theories and con- 
ventions which, according to their 
implication if not their express 
statement, were supposed, to have 
originated at headquarters. A de- 
tailed report of these lectures reads 
like some tale of horror. 
' I am informed, for instance, that 
one lady has taken it upon herself 
to teach a “new convention” which, 
if adopted, I will personally guaran- 
tee will ruin any one’s contract 
game! The “convention” is that “a 
two club response to an opening 
bid should be used to indicate a 
complete bust.” And, as though this 
were not enough to stamp the lec- 
ture as so much drivel, other “inno- 
vations” were urged.

The part- 
ner of the opening bidder must 
keep the bidding open for one 
round by responding with one no 
trump if holding a complete bust, 
and—,” but why should I dignify 
such balderdash by even describ- 
ing it? 

Nor will I waste my readers’ time 
and my own by troubling to prove 
the idiocy that is so apparent in 
these “theories.” What I feel con- 
strained to discuss is a different 
matter—namely: the colossal impu- 
dence of such teaching! 

Let it be thoroughly understood 
that I do not claim to be the font 
of all contact wisdom, or a self- haked pie! 
appointed censor of what other peo- . . ° 
ple should think, write, or say on 
the subject of bridge! No one rec- 
ognizes better than I do that this 
is not only a free country but that 
independent research, thought, and 
expression have raised contract to 
its present status in the lives of 
millions of devotees. Differences of 
opinion among qualified experts is 
the healthiest condition possible— 
and inviarabl: leads to progress. 

I do claim, however, that a sys- 
tem which is the result, the con- 
crete findings, not only of my own 
thought and research over a consid- 
erable span of years but into which 
also has gone the painstaking ef- 
forts of the best bridge minds in 
this country, working in collabora- 
tion with me, is not to be “im- 
proved” by childish gadgets whose 
inventors are not only without 
standing but, I suspect, without sin- 
cerity as well! Every one of the 
parts that form the whole of the 
Culbertson system was subjected to 
microscopic examination and ex- 
haustive trial before official adop- 
tion; I myself have spent many a 
sleepless night examining and re- 
examining every conceivable angle 
of a new idea. I believe I have done 
my full share in battering down 
those conventions and _ theories 
whose only merit was the moss that 
covered them.

“It would 
be quite discouraging for a writer 
to spend months on some idea he 
has for us and then have us not 
like it. To whom would he sell the 
thing, then? So few writers want 
to gamble away six or seven 
months. On any other type of 
story, there are dozens of stars who 
can play the thing.” 

So, the comedians go to work 
with their director—who happens 
to be Sam Wood—and a corps of 
writers. 

What happened on “A Day at the 
Races” was that they fretted and 
stewed around’ getting the idea.
